ing the descriptions of them which have at 
differant times been published. It would 
geom, from the account of a visit to a gaol at 


Peking, reprinted in yestordoy’a issus from 


our Tientsin contemporary, that the metro- 
politan prisons aro no, better than those:in 
the provincial cities. . The same .utter dis. 
comfort, ‘the same nnepenkable filth, the 
same catlonaneas to suffering onthe part of 
the gaolors. that obtain in the same in- 
stitutions in ather parts of :the Empire are 
to be found atthe seat of Government, The 
prisoner whose tragic end is descrited had 
apparently been done to death by atarvation, 
exposure, and gross neglect, . He’ does not 
appear to havo bien tortured or beaten; he 
was probably. incarcerated for debt; but 
being without funds to, psy for food or come 
forta of any kind, he waa slowly’ starved by 
the flinty bearted gaclers, " A Chinese gaol 
ia a place of horrors if for nothing bat the 
disguatingly ineanitary conditions invariably 
prevailing in it, and which very. quickly | 
sap the health of thosa who by their own 
crimes or by outrageous fortune. find thoir 
way into:'thesa infernog. “ All. hope-aban- 
don yo who enter bere” might. indeed with’ 
truth be foseribed over the duviway of « 
Chinese prison—that is, of course,. if the 
miserable entrant be: friendless and moneys 
lees, et oe 5 

Whatever progress in aiher respects has 
taken place in China. lately. very little at- 
tention bas teen given to prison reform. 
The following description iv Winnrame still 
gives a very fair idea of Cuineso gaols :— 
“The prisons ate-arranged somewhat-on the 
plan of s large stable, having an opon con- 
tral court occupying nearly one-fourth of the 
area, ond small crib or stalla covered by a 
roof extending nearly around it, so contrived 
that each company of prisonera eball be 
separated from each othernight and day, 
though more by night than by day. The 
prisoners cook for themselves in the 
court, and are secured by manacles and 
gyves, anda chain joining the hands to the 
neck ; one hand is liberated io the daytine 
in order to allow them to take care of them- 
aelves,  Heinous criminals are more heavily 
ironed, and thoso in tha prigon attached to 
the judge’s office ara worse treated than the 
others, Each criminal shoyld ‘receive a 
Gaily ration of 2lbs. of rice, and about 2 
cents to: buy fuel, but the gaoler’ starves 
them on balf this allowance unlesa they: are 
able to fee them; clothing is also scantily 
provided, but thése who have monéy cas 
procure almoat every convemence. Each 
crib fall of criminals is under the contro! of 
a turnkey, who, with » few old offenders, 
apend much ‘time torturing newly arrived 
persons to force money: from them, by which 
many tose their lives, and all suffer far moro 
than they dofrom the officera of Government, 
‘Well may the people oall their prisons hells, 
aud ey when aman falls into the alutehes of 
the gaolors, ‘the Hosh is ander tho cleaver.’” 
So little goveranient or order is there in Chi 
nese prisons that it is not an uncommon thing 
for the: prisoners to take charge and defy the 
aulhoritie.- The rowdies and ruffiens tyran- 
nise over the weaker prisouers who have been 
incarcerated for debt or on fsleo charges, 
which ara constnatly tramped up by persona 
desirous of revenge or anzioua to get rid of 
an enemy or rival. 8 ee hat 

{Phe infliction of ‘torture, and the want of 
humsnity ebown towards prisoners genorally;

tian, tha condition of tho. brain is doubtleas 
ory similar to'that. which 18 present in na- 
tural sommambulism., The intellectual de- 
partmonts seem, however, tobe ins condi- 
tion more nearly approaching that present 
when tho whole beain is awake.
